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Cyclist dies in early 
morning collision 


SAMAR MAGUIRE 
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A MAN in his 30s has died 
after a road accident in New¬ 
market. 

Police were called by the 
ambulance service to the col¬ 
lision between a grey BMW 
and a bicycle on the A1304 
Barbara Stradbroke Avenue at 
6.35am yesterday. 

The cyclist died at the 
scene. 

A man, aged 22, from New¬ 
market, was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of causing death by 
dangerous driving. 

He was taken to Bury St Ed¬ 
munds Police Investigation 
Centre for questioning. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, 
Mayor of Newmarket, told 
the News: “It’s terrible news. 
My condolences go out to the 
gentleman’s family and I hope 
that any witnesses assist the 
police in their enquiries.” 

The road was closed be¬ 
tween the roundabout junc¬ 
tion with the A1303 and Ham¬ 
ilton Road, while a collision 
investigation took place. 

There was no access into 
the west side of Newmarket 
from the A14 at Junction 36 
and traffic instead had to en¬ 


ter the town via the A142 at 
Junction 37. 

Motorists were advised to 
avoid the area if possible. 

Police are appealing for any 
witnesses to the collision, or 
anyone who may have seen 
either the car or the cyclist 
immediately prior to it, to call 
the Serious Collision Investi¬ 
gation Team on 101 quoting 
CAD 36 of January 24. 

Meanwhile, two vehicles 
were involved in a collision at 
a roundabout in Mildenhall 
yesterday, causing an oil spill. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “Police were called to 
an incident at a roundabout 
in Kingsway, Mildenhall, at 
5.40am involving a collision 
between a BMW and a Kia Pi- 
canto. 

“A lady suffered minor fa¬ 
cial injuries and was taken to 
hospital shortly after as a pre¬ 
caution.” 

Police also found a two 
metre patch of oil at the 
same roundabout and Suf¬ 
folk Highways was called to it 
clear up.

Huge rise in 
parking fines 


THE number of parking fines 
issued by police in Newmar¬ 
ket went up by almost 200 
per cent last year. 

According to figures re¬ 
leased under a Freedom of 
Information request, 358 
fines were issued by police in 
2016 - up from 122 the previ¬ 
ous year. 

Rous Road had the highest 
number, with 58 fines issued 
last year. The same road had 
just eight fines in 2015. 

Cllr Chris O’Neill, dep¬ 
uty mayor of Newmarket, 
told the News: “Police had 
stopped prioritising park¬ 
ing issues in 2015. People 
were parking everywhere. It 
got out of hand. And I know 
that police have now fo¬ 
cused their efforts on certain 
streets in Newmarket. Long 
may it continue.” 
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A total of 286 fines have 
been paid from 2016, 105 
have paid fines from 2015. 

The roads with the most 
fines in 2016 were Rous 
Road, with 55 double yel¬ 
low offences, one ‘wilful ob¬ 
struction of a highway’; the 
High Street, with 13 fines for 
‘unnecessary obstruction’, 
39 for double yellows, three 
for parking in a taxi rank; All 
Saints Road, with 28 double 
yellows; Exning Road, with 
24 double yellows; Lisburn 
Road had 22 double yellows. 

In 2015, the highest num¬ 
ber of fines were issued in 
the High Street, with 23. A 
total of eight fines were is¬ 
sued in Rous Road, six in All 


Saints Road, and four in Exn¬ 
ing Road. 

Since last year, talks have 
been taking place to transfer 
responsibility for parking en¬ 
forcement to Suffolk County 
Council and its team. 

These changes are expect¬ 
ed to take place by 2019. 

Sergeant David Hill said: 
“Parking is an issue that is 
continually raised to police 
and we have made a com¬ 
mitment to increase pro-ac¬ 
tive patrols. 

“Police routinely carry out 
patrols in Newmarket and 
can deal with vehicles that 
are causing an obstruction 
or are parked illegally. Pen¬ 
alty notices will be issued 
if appropriate. We urge all 
members of the public to 
park legally, considerately 
and responsibly.”

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Engineers tackle burst water main

"Work to backfill and repair 
the footpath was completed 
in the early hours of Monday 
morning and the footpath is 
reopened and back to normal. 

"We are very sorry for any 
inconvenience this work may 
have caused."

Cinema 'must 
make sense 
financially' 

FOREST Heath District Coun¬ 
cil says it is looking at options to 
ensure that building a cinema 
in Newmarket makes ‘financial 
sense’. 

This comes after the News re¬ 
vealed last year that the council 
was in talks with a cinema com¬ 
pany for the town centre. 

Cllr Lance Stanbury, cabinet 
member for planning and growth 
for Forest Heath, told the News: 
“We have high ambitions for New¬ 
market town centre and share in 
the desire for a town centre cinema 
that will attract families of all ages 
into the heart of Newmarket. 

“Any scheme has to make sound 
financial sense for everyone in¬ 
volved and Forest Heath District 
Council is continuing to work at 
options as to how this may best be 
achieved.” 

Forest Heath is currently work¬ 
ing with the town and local busi¬ 
nesses on the Newmarket Prospec¬ 
tus, which includes conversations 
about any cinema for the area. 

It is unclear where the cinema 
may be built. Cllr Rachel Hood 
confirmed that a committee, 
which was started by the council, 
is looking at the Heaven Awaits 
and TK Maxx buildings. 

David Rippington, who started 
a campaign for a cinema in New¬ 
market in 2015, now has 4,120 sup¬ 
porters.

Disabled hate 
crime on rise 


RECORDED hate crime inci¬ 
dents towards disabled peo¬ 
ple in West Suffolk have risen 
by more than 700 per cent. 

According to figures re¬ 
leased after a Freedom of 
Information request, in 2015, 
there were six recorded inci¬ 
dents for the entire year - but 
in 2016, that figure rose to 49. 

Other forms of recorded 
hate crime in West Suffolk 
seem to be dropping. 

Vicky McDermott, chief 
executive of Papworth Trust, 
who manage the West Suf¬ 
folk Disability Resource Cen¬ 
tre, told the News: “Disability 
hate crime has no place in 
our communities and we 
must always do everything 
we can to prevent disabled 
people becoming the target 
of abuse. 

“Sadly we know that this is 
an issue that is getting worse 
but importantly we are work¬ 
ing with disabled people to 
enable them to be empow¬ 
ered to speak out when they 
are victims of hate crime. 

“We would encourage any 
disabled person who is sub¬ 
jected to hate crime abuse to 
report this to the police on 
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101 as quickly as possible.” 

The disability figures point 
towards incidents in places 
such as Newmarket, Milden¬ 
hall, Exning, Haverhill and 
Bury St Edmunds, among 
others. 

However, other forms of 
recorded hate crime in West 
Suffolk are dropping. 

Recorded racial hate 
crimes dropped from 117 in¬ 
cidents in 2015 to 99 in 2016. 

Religious hate crimes 
dropped from four to three. 

Sexual orientation hate 
crimes in West Suffolk 
dropped from 21 to 14. 

Transgender hate crimes 
dropped from 2 to 1. 

Matthew Hancock, MP 
for West Suffolk, said: “It is 
very good news that crime 
is falling in Suffolk, but the 
number of crimes against 
disabled people is a cause 
for concern. People with 
disabilities deserve our 
help, support and compas¬ 
sion. They are members of 
society like anyone else and 
should be treated as such. 


Hate crimes against people 
with disabilities should not 
be tolerated and we must do 
everything we can to tackle 
abhorrent attitudes towards 
those with disabilities.” 

Chief Inspector jo Garrard, 
from Suffolk Police, said: 
“The increase in the number 
of [disability] reports could 
be down to a growing aware¬ 
ness of the issue and an in¬ 
crease in the confidence of 
individuals to report such 
incidents to police. 

“We know such crimes are 
under reported and we need 
all communities in Suffolk to 
know that abusive behaviour 
based on disability, sexuality, 
gender, race or religion is un¬ 
acceptable and that it should 
be reported to police. 

“Help and advice is avail¬ 
able and all reports will be 
taken seriously and inves¬ 
tigated. By reporting hate 
crime we have the best op¬ 
portunity to stop it happen¬ 
ing to someone else.”

Council leader is 
chosen candidate 


THE Conservative Party 
has selected its official can¬ 
didate for the first elected 
mayor of Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough. 

Cllr James Palmer, leader 
of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, and a 
Cambridgeshire county 
councillor, was chosen by 
party members at a hus¬ 
tings event on Saturday. 

Mr Palmer saw off com¬ 
petition from Cllr Steve 
Count, leader of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil and Cllr Roger Harri¬ 
son, executive member for 
growth at Huntingdonshire 
District Council, to secure 
the coveted mayoral can¬ 
didacy 

A new regional mayor 
will be elected in May next 
year to chair a new com- 
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bined authority that will be 
granted powers and con¬ 
trol over significant funds 
from central government. 
The devolution plans were 
approved by seven Cam¬ 
bridgeshire councils last 
year. 

Mr Palmer has been lead¬ 
er of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council since 2013 
and a councillor for 10 
years. 

He lives in Soham where 
he fundraises for local 
charities and is active in the 
community through his lo¬ 
cal church. His background 
is in farming and he used to 
run a dairy business. 

Following his selection,

“If elected I will be 
a champion for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough, working with rele¬ 
vant partners to help boost 
jobs, growth and produc¬ 
tivity. 

“I plan to visit voters, 
stakeholders, community 
groups and businesses 
in the coming months 
throughout the combined 
authority area to hear their 
views.

Mr Palmer confirmed

Woman cleared 
of murder plot 


A WOMAN from Red Lodge 
was cleared last week of 
plotting to murder her ex¬ 
partner. 

Rebecca Deferia, 30, of 
Carnation Way, had been 
charged with conspiracy 
to murder Jonathan Catch- 
pole, 38, who was shot by 
three men in his flat in 
Forum Court, Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, on August 4, 2015. 

Judge David Goodin di¬ 
rected the jury of eight 
women and four men at 
Ipswich Crown Court last 
Thursday to return a ‘not 
guilty’ verdict after con¬ 
sidering legal submissions 
from Ms Deferia’s defence 
lawyers. 

In a statement from her 
solicitors, Ms Deferia said 
she was “too overwhelmed 
and emotional to speak”. 

The statement said that 
her acquittal brings nearly 
“18 months of utter misery” 
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to “a partial conclusion”. 

She added that she needs 
“some time” to reflect on the 
future, and that she will be 
doing her best to rebuild her 
life after a “dreadful time”. 

It had been alleged Ms 
Deferia had arranged with 
her father for three hitmen 
to shoot Mr Catchpole at his 
home in return for a pay¬ 
ment of at least £12,500. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard on January 4 how one 
of the gang shouted, “Re¬ 
becca wants you dead” just 
before Mr Catchpole was 
blasted in the chest with a 
sawn-off shotgun. 

He was left for dead after 
being shot at point blank 
range, but survived the at¬ 
tack. 

James Sturman QC, ap¬ 


pearing for Ms Deferia, 
told the court that the case 
should be thrown out as the 
evidence against his client 
was “fundamentally weak”. 

Colin Deferia, 60, of Bark¬ 
ing, Suffolk, Simon Webber, 
32, of Somerset, Frank War¬ 
ren, 52, Paul Barker, 35, and 
Andrew Seaton, 40, all of 
Dorset, had denied conspir¬ 
acy to murder Mr Catch¬ 
pole, but were convicted af¬ 
ter a trial last year and were 
jailed. 

Colin Deferia was jailed 
for 26 years, Webber, Warren 
and Seaton for 23 years, and 
Barker for 17 years. 

The end of the trial came 
after the jury had heard two 
and a half weeks of prosecu¬ 
tion evidence.

In 2012 Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) had no 
demonstrable five-year 
land supply, short of 1,500 
affordable houses (and rising), 
no local plan (having been 
quashed by the HRI) and was 
at the mercy of developer-led 
plans. Forest Heath District 
Council desired affordable 
housing percentage is 30 
per cent, developers were 
offering 4 per cent and 6 
per cent with poor plans, 
high density, poorly thought 
through developments on 
fields and we were having to 
say yes to those developments 
by pressure of the law and 
Secretary of State. 

We became aware in 
2012/13 that Suffolk County 
Council had a land bank 
and were looking to sell it 
off to developers, this simple 
transaction would have 
brought in an "OK" return for 
the taxpayer. 

However, by combing the 
skills needed of the three 
councils (in trustees and 
advisors) Barley Homes can 
provide that capital receipt, 
and can develop the much- 
needed type of housing we 
need and sell the houses, 
increasing the amount of 
potential profit. 

Barley Homes is a 
completely independent 
development company owned 
by Forest Heath District 
Council, Suffolk County 
Council and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

The owners' concerns are to 
see a return on public money 
invested in it, but also provide 
much-needed affordable 
housing and well laid out 
houses of good quality, plus 
many other things laid out in 
their core strategies. Although 
it's owned by the councils, it's 
not controlled by them on a 
day-to-day basis, that's a job 
for the directors whose main 
concern is making profits. 

It's no secret that within two 
years the money coming from 
central government will dry up 
completely and if councils are 
to survive they must replace 
that income by then or face

abolition or be subsumed or 
worse. Hence Forest Heath 
District Council buying a solar 
farm, starting Barley Homes 
and many other projects to 
raise money, but in as "public- 
spirited" and "taxpayer¬ 
conscious" way as possible. 

Where will they develop? I 
don't know and if I did I could 
not tell you, as I said it's an 
independent company and 
no development company 
will tell you where they are 
currently trying to buy or 
build. Councillors on a day- 
to-day basis won't know until 
the projects come up to be 
OK'd at council and there will 
still be the normal planning 
process to go through too. 

Barley Homes (being 
independent) also means it 
can buy land anywhere in the 
UK, and develop it and sell the 
result, which means it could 
also be providing housing 
from Exeter to Aberdeen and 
still making money for Forest 
Heath taxpayers. 

As a taxpayer, I prefer my 
tax to be spent on things like 
Barley Homes than selling 
off something that can't be 
replaced for a short term gain.

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PLANS for a new all-weather 
track in Newmarket are “very 
bad news”, says a town coun¬ 
cillor and horse trainer. 

Cllr John Berry believes 
that more Flat racing in the 
town would “undermine” 
the area’s selling point as a 
hub of racing excellence. 

This comes after plans 
for a new racecourse in The 
Links were unveiled as part 
of a 10-year, £500 million in¬ 
vestment by the Jockey Club. 

Cllr Berry told the News: 
“If the application does go 
through, from Newmarket’s 
point of view, it would be 
very bad news. 

“Newmarket is in a won¬ 
derful position, for prestige, 
elite quality, and excellence 
- but all-weather racing is 
second tier racing. It would 
be undermining our prin¬ 
ciple selling point if we had 
an all-weather track here for 
low-grade racing.

“I train horses on the all- 
weather tracks so I’m not 
being snobbish about it, but 
that’s not what Newmarket 
is about. We were celebrat¬ 
ing 350 years of horse rac¬ 
ing excellence in the town 
last year, and that’s what all- 
weather racing isn’t.” 

He added that he believes 
The Jockey Club has chosen 
Newmarket as a potential re¬ 
placement for Kempton Park 
because they “would not 
have to buy new land.” 


The plans would be sub¬ 
ject to the redevelopment at 
Kempton Park racecourse in 
south-west London - which 
“could be demolished for 
housing by 2021.” 

If planning permision is 
successful for housing at 
Kempton Park, more than 
3,000 homes could be built 
on the site at Sunbury, in 
the hope that it could raise 
a minimum of £100 million. 

The Jockey Club would use 
those funds to invest in the 
all-weather track. 

The plans would need 
the approval of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

Cllr Amy Starkey, of New¬ 
market Racecourses said: 
“The plans are subject to the 
redevelopment of Kempton 
Park which is in its very early 
stages. Further discussions 
will progress in due course.”

Op hope for 
pet pig

A SUPERSTAR pig who achieved internet 
fame after he was rescued three years ago 
from a farm in Essex is to undergo lifesaving 
treatment. 

Wildboar cross Fella is set to go under the 
knife at the University of Cambridge’s Veter¬ 
inary School today to remove three tennis- 
ball-sized, potentially cancerous lumps in 
his abdomen. 

Appealing for help last Thursday, his own¬ 
er Emily Keates, of Soham, said: “I couldn’t 
find vets that have direct experience with re¬ 
moving lumps in pigs as they normally aren’t 
cared for as my Fella is. 

“I can’t put his life in the hands of people 
who don’t know how to help him and I’m 
desperately sad that he is so unwell. He is 
in daily pain relief at the moment while we 
wait for the biopsy and try to find someone 
who can remove the lumps.” 

Channel 4’s Super Vet answered the call 
to help, but Emily went on her vet’s recom¬ 
mendation when the vet school said they 
could carry out the same treatment nearer 
to home. 

“He’s my best friend, I’ve not ever had a 
connection like that with any animal,” said 
Emily. “As soon as I found out I’ve been 
struggling to sleep -1 am really distressed by 
it all. I can’t imagine my life without him.” 

Emily first noticed something was wrong 
when Fella started losing his hair in Novem¬ 
ber, but it was only three weeks ago that she 
thought something seemed “really wrong” 
because he had lost two stone in weight.

“The vets came over and they had a look 
and said they could feel three tennis ball 
sized lumps. I’m still waiting for the biop¬ 
sy results,” revealed Emily. “Mostly when 
lumps are found in pigs they are put down. 
They don’t usually live to any age for them to 
develop any lumps, but they can live to 25 
plus - they are usually slaughtered at six to 
eight months.” 

Fella grew up in the Soham home of his 
rescuer and her three dogs for the first 18 
months of his life. 

He now lives in the garden of Emily’s 
home, with her two other pet pigs, 30-stone 
pot-belly Miss Lady and another wild boar 
cross, 13-stone Bobby, who she rescued 
from a farm that was closing down in So¬ 
ham. 

They all live in the garden but eight-stone 
Fella is treated more like a dog by financial 
administrator Emily. She has been working 
from home since he became ill “so he can 
sit by the radiator while I sit on the sofa and 
work,” she said. 

Together with partner fohn, Emily, who is 
four months pregnant, is planning to move 
into a property with a bigger garden to accom¬ 
modate her pigs. She says she also wants Fella 
to pull through so her child can get to know her 
best friend. 

“We have had to move further out to get 
somewhere with more land which isn’t great 
for fohn, but he knows that the pigs come 
first,” she said.

Volunteers search for 
missing airman Corrie 


AROUND 100 people joined a 
search for missing RAF airman 
Corrie McKeague last week, but 
failed to find any trace of him. 

His mother, Nicola Urquhart, 
organised the public search off 
the A11 at Barton Mills with Suf¬ 
folk Lowland Search and Rescue 
(SULSAR). 

Police traced Corrie’s phone 
signal to Barton Mills, but the 
phone has not been located. 

Corrie has been missing since 
September 24 last year after a 
night out in Bury St Edmunds. 

Nicola said: “This area here 
at Barton Mills is where Corrie’s 
phone ‘pinged’ off the mast, and 
this is the one bit of evidence 
we’ve been given. 

“If he was to try to get back 
to Honington [RAF Honington, 
where he was based] he’s got 
to walk through the woods that

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we’re going to be searching.” 

Nicola and Corrie’s brother 
Darroch were joined by 40 vol¬ 
unteers and search experts from 
across four countries. 

The group split into 15 teams 
to search five square miles. 

Five cadaver dogs, a drone 
team and 14 specialist 4x4s took 
part in the search which was 
paid for through crowdfunding. 

The eight hour search of 
fields, woodlands and tracks 
failed to find any trace of the 
23-year-old, but Nicola was still 
hopeful. 

She said: “Corrie has not been 
found, which is good. I know 
SULSAR would like to find him, 
but for me it means there’s still a 


chance - he’s still out there.” 

Andy King, chairman of Suf¬ 
folk Lowland Search and Res¬ 
cue, who headed up the team, 
said: “We’re now looking at areas 
that if something had happened 
to Corrie and there was foul play 
and you had to get rid of him, 
put him in the back of a car, 
these are areas where you could 
go discreetly park up and dis¬ 
pose of a body reasonably easily. 

“We all know we’re looking for 
a body, the family know we’re 
looking for a body, it doesn’t 
make it any easier.” 

He added: “We want to find 
Corrie because we want to give 
the family closure,” he added. 

The last sighting shows Corrie 
walking from a shop doorway 
and into a horseshoe-shaped 
area in Brentgovel Street, Bury 
St Edmunds, with no sign of him 


emerging. 

“We have no idea what’s hap¬ 
pened to Corrie after he got out 
of the horseshoe or even how he 
got out of the horseshoe,” said 
Mr King. 

“We’re working on the theory 
that he’s been hit by a vehicle 
and somebody has panicked 
and rather than taking him to 
hospital somebody has dis¬ 
posed of the body.” 

Last week, Nicola revealed 
that Corrie was a member of 
hook-up website, Fab Swingers. 
Police are investigating if his use 
of these websites are linked to 
his disappearance.

War memorial 
plan for Polish

A WAR memorial dedicated 
to Polish people who suffered 
and died during the Second 
World War could be unveiled 
at Brandon. 

Town and district coun¬ 
cillor Victor Lukaniuk, who 
submitted a planning appli¬ 
cation for the memorial, be¬ 
lieves that Polish people de¬ 
serve recognition after their 
efforts during the late 30s and 
40s. 

He told the News: “It’s per¬ 
haps time they had some rec¬ 
ognition after all their efforts, 
not only after the Battle of 
Britain, in Africa, the Italian 
Campaign, the first Polish 
Army, the Battle of Falaise - 
the list is endless. 

“I’d also like to add that 
there were 33,000 Polish men 
killed in the Western Front 
of the European Theatre be¬ 
tween 39 to 45. Every Polish 
man killed is one less English 
man killed. 

“The town council have

given me permission and I’m 
waiting on Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

“It’s going to be financed by 
local people, I’ve had pledges 
already.” 

The site is earmarked for 
behind the cemetery in Bran¬ 
don. 

One elevation of the me¬ 
morial would have engraved 
‘We remember Polish men, 


women and children who 
suffered immensely during 
World War II’ in the English 
and Polish language. 

On the back of the memo¬ 
rial, it would say ‘We remem¬ 
ber Polish officers who lost 
their lives at Katyn in 1940’- a 
mass execution of Polish of¬ 
ficers and citizens ordered 
by the Soviet authorities, of 
around 22,000 people. 

Cllr Lukaniuk added that 
Brandon has a population of 
around 80 families, and that 
since 1947, Polish families 
have “lived and integrated 
well” in the community. 

“At the moment, I’ve got 
plans drawn up,” said Cllr Lu¬ 
kaniuk. “I will place an order 
with a stone mason - hope¬ 
fully that’ll be in the summer 
this year. Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council have informed 
me that there’s a locality 
budget for the unveiling.”

H OME is where the heart 
is, but when memories 
of that place of sanctu¬ 
ary are cruelly stolen at 
an early age, can you 
truly be at peace? 

One man's extraordinary 
true-life odyssey - to locate the 
birth mother and older brother 
he lost at the age of five - pro¬ 
vides the inspiration for Garth 
Davis' life-affirming drama, 
which looks set for recognition in 
multiple categories at next 
month's Academy Awards. 

Screenwriter Luke Davies has 
skilfully adapted the non-fiction 
book A Long Way Home by Saroo 
Brierley, elegantly cutting back 
and forth between traumatic 
events more than 20 years apart 
to accompany the lead character 
on his seemingly hopeless quest 
for emotional closure. 

Dev Patel and Sunny Pawar are 
both terrific as the 26-year-old 
and five-year-old incarnations of

Saroo, who is unexpectedly 
transplanted from Khandwa, 
where family and friends speak 
Hindi, to the giddy whirl of 
Calcutta, where residents speak 
Bengali, and then onto Australia. 

Cinematographer Greig Eraser 
captures these three locations on 
two continents in rich and metic¬ 
ulous detail, providing a 
compelling backdrop to the 
heart-wrenching trials and 
tribulations that will reduce 
audiences to puddles of 
saltwater emotion. 

Saroo (Sunny Pawar) lives in 
1987 Khandwa with his mother 
Kamla (Priyanka Bose) and 
siblings. 

The five-year-old idolises his 
12-year-old brother Guddu 
(Abhishek Bharate) and the two 
boys embark on a night-time 


excursion to the local railway 
station. 

A horrible twist of fate 
separates the children and Saroo 
is trapped aboard a train, which 
heads 1,600km east to the 
bustling shanty towns of 
Calcutta. 

Unable to speak the language, 
the boy eventually meets Saroj 
Sood (Deepti Naval), who runs 
the Indian Society for Sponsor¬ 
ship and Adoption and places 
him with adoptive parents John 
and Sue Brierley (David Wen- 
ham, Nicole Kidman) in Hobart, 
Tasmania. 

Many years later, Saroo (now 
played by Patel) is enrolled on a 
course at the Royal Melbourne 
College of Hotel Management 
and casually confesses details of 
his past to other Indian students. 

They encourage him to use 
online satellite mapping software 
to trace the railway line from 
Calcutta back west. 


Pellow student Lucy (Rooney 
Mara) pledges her support to 
Saroo, whose studies suffer as he 
stares at pixels on his laptop 
screen, looking in vain for a 
station with a water tower that 
might be Khandwa. 

Lion is a majestic, heartfelt 
drama that delivers an almighty 
emotional wallop as Saroo 
gradually pieces together his 
past. 

Director Davis deftly moves 
between timeframes as he elicits 
riveting performances from 
Patel, Pawar and Kidman as a 
proud mother who will never 
stand in the way of her beautiful 
boy tracing his bloodline. 

If a few stony-hearted souls 
remain steadfastly dry-eyed to 
the end, real-life footage over the 
credits and an explanation of the 
film's enigmatic title set to the 
soaring vocals of Australian 
chart-topper Sia, will prize open 
the floodgates.

TOWARDS the conclusion of 
Chilean director Pablo 
Larrain's unconventional 
biopic of Jacqueline Ken¬ 
nedy, the former first First 
Lady muses on the celebrity 
that consumed her. 

"I never wanted fame," she 
responds coolly. J1 l just 
became a Kennedy." 

That feeling of impotence 
in the eye of a media storm 
informs many pivotal scenes 


in Jackie, a bravura portrait 
of a wife and mother strug¬ 
gling to come to terms with 
sudden loss whilst 
publicly remaining 
strong for her 
children and the 
American people. 

Screenwriter 
Noah Oppenheim 
sensitively imagines 
grief behind closed 
doors to piece 
together events before and 
after the fateful motorcade 
in Dallas, Texas on November 


22,1963. Scenes of Jackie 
(Natalie Portman) trembling 
with shock as she wipes 
make-up and her 
husband's blood from 
her face in the 
aftermath of the 
shooting are 
horribly compelling, 
as is the moment 
she must break the 
devastating news to 
her two children. 
Larrain's film is a mesmer¬ 
ising kaleidoscope of real and 
imagined details, galvanized 



by Portman's haunting 
embodiment of a widow in 
emotional isolation. 

"It's been just one week 
and already they're treating 
him like some dusty old 
artefact, to be shelved away," 
despairs Jackie, fearing the 
memory of her husband will 
be lost in time like so many 
of his predecessors.

LEE Chandler (Casey Affleck) works as a janitor in 
a small apartment building. It's an unedifying 
existence and Lee unfairly channels his resentment 
at the tenants. Out of the blue, Lee receives a 
telephone call from family 
friend George (CJ Wilson). 

His older brother Joe (Kyle 
Chandler) has suffered a 
heart attack. By the time Lee 
arrives at the hospital, Joe 
has passed and the younger 
sibling must break the tragic 
news to his truculent 
16-year-old nephew, Patrick (Lucas Hedges). 

A meeting with the family lawyer reveals that Joe 
named Lee as Patrick's legal guardian.

On a traffic-jammed Los 
Angeles freeway, she crosses paths with talented 
pianist Sebastian (Ryan Gosling), who reveres jazz 
in its purest form, but is forced to play saccharine 
standards by restaurant owner Bill (JK Simmons). 

Sebastian is convinced he can spearhead a new 
appreciation for music until an old classmate, Keith 
(John Legend), questions his devotion to masters 
of a bygone era. Lrustrations between the couple 
come to a head in a fractious to and fro about 
artistic integrity. 

La La Land is a perfect marriage of directorial 
brio, tour-de-force performance and jaw-dropping 
production design.

As darkness falls and 
midnight strikes, the yew 
tree which stands guard over 
the nearby church magically 
comes to life and morphs 
into a gnarled creature 
(voiced by Liam Neeson). 

The behemoth visits Conor 
and promises to share three parables. The creature 
demands just one thing from Conor in return: "Tell 
me your nightmare." Each night, the creature spins 
his yarn and the boy listens intently, searching for 
meaning in the words. But he only finds bitterness 
and confusion.

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Still a student when her debut dystopian Divergent trilogy went stellar, landing 
multiple movie deals and mega-bucks, Veronica Roth's success is the stuff of dreams. 
But, as she tells HANNAH STEPHENSON, it's still brought its own set of pressures 


A T THE tender age of 28, 
Veronica Roth is among 
the world's richest 
authors, thanks to her 
Divergent trilogy - yet the 
best-selling writer isn't as self- 
assured as you might expect. 

She admits her early success left 
her feeling more under pressure 
when it came to penning her latest 
book, Carve The Mark, the first in a 
Young Adult sci-fi fantasy duology. 

"That's just natural," she says with 
a laugh. "Not feeling it would be 
slightly delusional! But I just tried 
to focus on what I was doing. 

"You already have readers, and 
you think about how they're going 
to like what you're doing - and the 
more you think about that, the 
more paralysed you are, so you 
have to learn a mental practice 
when you're an author.” 

While her three Divergent books 
- Divergent, Insurgent and 
Allegiant - were all adapted for the 
big-screen, reportedly grossing 
more than $765m worldwide, she's 
not worried if Carve The Mark 
doesn't follow suit. 

"If the right people came along 
with the right take on the story, 
then I'd be open to it, but I'm 
content to let it be just a book, if 
that's what's on the cards.” 

Did she like the Divergent films? 
"For the most part, it was a 
positive experience. As an author, 
getting to have that happen is huge 
for your career, but they deviated 
more from the heart of the story as 
they went on. I loved the first one, 
but they got more sci-fi and techy, 
and that wasn't really so much in 
the spirit of the story.” 

Veronica was still at college - she 
took psychology in Minnesota, 
then transferred to study creative 
writing at Northwestern University 
in Illinois - when she clinched a 
publishing deal for Divergent. 

The film rights had been sold 
before the book came out. 

She still doesn't know how she 
coped with the fame and fortune 
thrown at her virtually overnight. 

"A sense of humour 
helped! I have good 
friends and family 
and they stayed 
consistent. 

"After the first 
movie premiere, 
my family came 
and we did this 
big fancy party. 

But then at the end 
of the night, it's just 
me and my brothers 
and sisters and my 
husband in a hotel 
room. That's the party I like best. 

"At heart, I'm a homebody and I 
haven't changed.” 

She agrees she felt overwhelmed 
initially by all the attention, and 
soon sought therapy. 

"It's my personality not to want 
any attention at all. You have to 
remember that the kind of person 
who sits down to write a book is 
volunteering for an entire year of 
solitude. We are not generally the 




kind of people who want any focus 
at all. That was hard to adjust to, 
but I went to therapy. 

"I've had an anxiety disorder my 
whole life, so I've been to therapy 
on and off throughout, before 
books and after books. I went back 
and tried to talk through some of 
the things I was feeling and 
experiencing, and it was helpful." 

Veronica, who was born in New 
York and raised on the 
outskirts of Chicago, 
where she lives 
today, reckons 
her anxiety is 
biological. 

While her 
r parents, who 
are divorced, are 
not anxious 
people, she recalls 
that aunts, uncles, 
and at least one 
grandparent, have 
been. 

"The thing about mental illness is 
that you have the biology for it, 
then something triggers it. 

"I was always a worried and 
perfectionistic child,” she recalls. 

"My first foray into therapy was 
as a child. My parents were getting 
divorced and my mom thought 
therapy would help my transition. 

"Then I went again as a teenager 
and then in college. I always knew 
it was an option and a healthy one." 


Veronica is ranked among the 
world's richest authors - so is she 
enjoying the fruits of her labour? 

"I don't know, I've created a 
pretty stable life with my husband 
but we're not doing anything crazy. 

"I'm still only 28 - I'm not going 
to be a nut about it all.” 

Her husband, photographer 
Nelson Fitch, is about to open a 
restaurant in Chicago. He reads her 
material first, but doesn't criticise. 

"He knows his job is to read it 
and tell me it's wonderful," 

Veronica says, laughing. "At times, 
you just need a cheerleader, and 
he's great at that.” 

Carve The Mark is set in space, 
on a violent planet where everyone 
develops a 'currentgift' - a unique 
power meant to shape the future. 

Its central characters are Cyra, 
the sister of a brutal tyrant who 
rules the Shotet people, and Akos, a 
gentle chap from the peace-loving 
nation of Thuvhe. 

When Akos and his brother are 
captured by Cyra's people, he 
becomes desperate to keep his 
brother alive - but will he and Cyra 
help each other to survive, 
or destroy one another? 

The book sees a reversal 
in traditional gender roles 
(he's very gentle, she's 
tough and feisty). 

Veronica seems to like 
creating empowered, tough 



female characters, like Cyra, and 
before that Tris in the Divergent 
series. 

"I wish I were that tough,” 
Veronica confesses. "One thing that 
Cyra and Tris have in common is 
their resilience in bad situations. 

"They are able to bounce back 
and think in the midst of deep 
difficulty and pain, and that's a 
quality I think is really important 
for young women and for mental 
health - knowing you are strong 
enough to meet what comes at you. 

"That's a quality I admire. I'm still 
searching for a way to get to it.” 

Veronica's work has at times been 
compared with The Hunger Games, 
which she finds flattering. 

"I'm definitely not complaining 
about that. I love The Hunger 
Games. Comparisons are good 
because they drive readers towards 
similar work they might like.” 

Despite millions of fans and 
more money than she could have 
ever imagined, it seems Veronica 
still can't quite believe the success 
of the Divergent series. 

"I thought maybe someone will 
read them," she reflects. 

"It's all been a huge 
surprise to me."

Vauxhall unveils its 
new Crossland SUV 



V AUXHALL has taken the wraps 
off its latest model, the Crossland 
X, which will compete in the fast¬ 
growing SUV sector and sit below its 
existing slightly larger Mokka X. 

The Crossland X will be up against 
rivals such as the Renault Captur and 
Peugeot 2008 and Vauxhall says the 
newcomer, which goes on sale in 
summer, has a firm family focus offering 
"Tardis-like" cabin space providing a 
high degree of practicality and flexibility. 

At just 4.21 metres in length the 
Crossland X is more compact than the 
Mokka X, and a full 16cm shorter than 
the Astra hatchback, which will offer 
easier driving and manoeuvring in 
towns and cities. 

It also has the advantage of an 
elevated seating position and an overall 
height, which is raised ten centimetres 
above the Astra's. 

Another useful feature of the new 
SUV is the ability to slide the rear seats 
back or forwards to allow more space 
for legroom or boot space which can 
offer a class-leading 410 litres with 
the rear seats up. When the rear seats 
are folded down completely, luggage 
capacity increases to an impressive 
1,255 litres, 


The Crossland X will come with a 
goodly set of gear to make driving safer 
and more comfortable, and include 
a 180-degree panoramic rear-view 
camera, advanced park assist, forward 
collision alert with pedestrian detection 
and autonomous emergency braking, 
lane departure warning, speed sign 
recognition and side blind-spot alert. 

Drivers will also benefit from modern 
connectivity that is becoming the norm 
in Vauxhall models. The Vauxhall 
OnStar connectivity system, as well as 


the IntelliLink infotainment equipment 
which is compatible with Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto, keeps drivers 
connected through an up to eight-inch 
colour touchscreen. 

As far as engines go, Vauxhall has 
not given details of what will be under 
the bonnet of the Crossland X but says 
that an extensive petrol/diesel engine 
line up with manual and automatic 
transmissions will be offered. 

The entry level Crossland X is likely to 
come in at around the £15,000 mark.

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What are hydrogen cars 
and how do they work? 


S OME alternatively-fuelled power 
options are well-known now. 
Electric cars, for instance, are 
gaining popularity and are becoming 
a common sight on UK roads, 
especially within cities. 

Hydrogen-powered cars, however, 
are a slightly rarer sight. The 
technology they use is in its relative 
infancy, which means not a lot is 
known about how they work and the 
benefits they bring. We're going to 
find out. 

First of all, just how do hydrogen 
cars work? Well, in fuel cell cars, 
power is generated by reacting 
hydrogen with oxygen. The energy 
that comes from this reaction is then 
stored in the car's batteries. The 
electricity stored here then runs the 
electric motors which then power 
the wheels. It's better to think of a 
hydrogen car as an electric vehicle 
that is able to charge itself up. At 
higher speeds, the car can use its 
supply of hydrogen to directly power 
the motor, instead of recharging the 
car's onboard batteries. 

The benefit of this? Hydrogen isn't 
used as an existing energy source, like

fossil fuels. Because hydrogen is in 
such abundance in our atmosphere, 
there's a plentiful supply, too. 

The best part? The only thing it 
emits is water. It also takes a matter 
of minutes to refill a hydrogen car, 
compared to several hours to charge 
one powered by electricity alone. 

However, there are a few 
drawbacks. Hydrogen, though 
plentiful in our atmosphere, is 
incredibly difficult to produce. 
Although there's lots of it about, it's 
most frequently found in compounds 
such as water - which makes it 
difficult to separate. Because of the 
huge amount of energy needed to 



everything to play for going forward 


isolate the hydrogen, fossil fuels are 
required - which goes against the 
efficiency of the car. 

Environmentally-friendly ways of 
producing hydrogen do exist, but 
they're expensive and can't create 
it in great enough quantities to be 
useful. So the only easy way of 
producing hydrogen is with fossil 
fuels. 

There are other drawbacks, 
too. Currently, there are only two 
hydrogen cars on sale in the UK today 
- the Hyundai ix35 and the Toyota 
Mirai. Choice of cars, therefore, is 
somewhat limited. Also, because 
hydrogen needs to be contained 


securely and at high pressure, these 
cars need to carry large tanks, which 
take up quite a lot of space inside the 
car. 

You'll also have to ensure you're 
within range of a hydrogen filling 
station. Currently, there are just eight 
filling stations in the UK - with three 
located in the London area alone. 
Though more are planned, for now it 
means you'll have to be conscious of 
how far you need to travel to fill up. 

Lastly, and quite importantly, the 
cars are quite expensive. The Mirai 
costs from £53,105, while the Mirai 
commands more of a premium at 
£63,100. Filling them up will cost 
around £65, and you'll get similar fuel 
economy figures to a regular diesel car. 

For now, hydrogen cars are slightly 
hampered by a lack of infrastructure 
and the cost of creating their fuel in 
the first place. However, with more 
research and a lowering of price, 
hydrogen cars may yet turn out to be 
the smart choice for those looking to 
get around in the most economical 
fashion possible.
